Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 5 and 1 8 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation of 
a unifying means for integrally forming the electrode of the lamp and the wire electrically 
connected to each other via the connector, wherein the unifying means is an injection molded 
product for unifying an end of the lamp, the electrode of the lamp, the connector, the wire 
electrode, and the end of the wire, and wherein material of the injection molded product is 
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molded around the L-shaped connector so as to be in direct contact with the entire surface of 
the L-shaped connector. 

Regarding claims 5 and 18, claims 5 and 18 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 
1 because of their dependency status from claim 1 .
